The unpublished b>«ic documents of the Warren Coirmission in the National 
Archives ver* reviewed by the interested agencies of the Government vith 
a view to making as ahrar of them as possible available for research. 

A substantial part of the unpublished documents was cleared for re 1: ear ah, 
but same of them were wlfidield for one or more of the reasons stated in 
the enclosed list of guidelines that were used by the agencies in making 
their review. \ 

The transcripts of testimony oi\witn#sses among the records of the Com- 
mission ars, in general, withheldN^rcaa research because they contain matter 
deleted in the published Hearings of the Commission for the reason that 
it might be considered in poor tast«\&nd was Irrelevant to any facet of the 
Commission's investigation (Hearings , \ol, I, p. v.). We can, 0/ course, 
make available to you individual transcripts from which no deletions 
were mad® if you will give us the names of the witnesses in order that 
we can check their testimony for deletions! 

We shall write you another letter about other\specific items of records 
you mention as soon as we can complete a s*arch\for information about 
those items. We are referring your letter of May\27 to our motion picture 
technicians for a reply to the technical questions\ou raise in that letter. 

As far as we know, there has been no designation of anSagency to continue 
the work of the Warren Commission relating to the assassination of Presi- 
dent Kennedy. The National Archives merely has custody the records 
of the Commission. As you know, however, law enforcement 'phd the protec- 
tion of the President are continuing functions of the Department of Justice 
and the Secret Service, You may be able to obtain info rmatiOn\s.b out any 
developments that may have occurred since the Commission finished its 
work by making inquiries of those agencies, \\
